Some of the parties 
who committed the outrage were recog- 
nized by the Chinese, but as a China- 
man cann >t testify against a white man 


A Disgraceful'Mob.' 


Last Saturday night, or rather Sunday 


morning about 2 o'clock, a crowd of 
eight or ten men disguised themselves 
and masked, made a raid on China- 
town, with the ostensible purpose of 
ferreting out the opinm dens, and catch- 
ing the opium smokers. They took 
very good care however to inform all of 
the opium smokers in advance of their 
intended raid,, and told them to keep 
away, which of course they did, except 
one young man whom they failed to 
find in time to notify. It is certain 
that a portion of the self-appointed law 
regulators knew every opiam <len, and 
nook and cornel in Chinatown from 
garret to cellar, still, they without hesi- 
tation, or authority, smashed open 
doora of China stores and other places, 
vrhere 210 opium is ever smoked, and 
kicked things around generally. At 
first the Chinese were frightened to see 
a gang of masked luen in their midst, 
breaking things, but soon recovered 
from their terror, and rallying com- 
menced emptying their revolvers into 
the crowd. This turn of nnairs was 
more than the brave mob had bargained 
for, and they scattered and fled in all 
directions. Foitunately none of them 
were hart. By the time that the officers 
of the law got there, none of them were 
in arresting distance, but were sneak- 
ing through the gardens and around 
the corners effecting their escape. Moat 
of the persons engaged in this little 
frolic, are known, and we are ashamed 
to say that they are men of reputed re-' 
spectibility in Reno; and would be 
very indignant were they to be called 
hoodlums and law breakers. Some of 
them, too, are men of families, and of 
respectable associations, and ont of re- 
gard to their friends we are constrained 
not to publish their* names, at present. 
Tbe affair is a burning disgrace to Reno, 
and every one engaged in the affair 
ought ;o be arrested and punished. The 
Chinese had done nothing wrong to 
warrant the raid and if they had, there 
waa no necessity of going masked, like 
a set of robbers. They probably went 
for a little frolic, and it came very nearly 
terminating disastrously for the partici- 
pants. We advise them uot to try it 
again, for the Chinese have been fully 
advised that no officer, or men under 
an officers authority, will raid upon 
them in masks;'and if the like ever 
occurs among them again, to kill as 
many of them as possible.

ever such an affair 
again 
transpire, 


Reno will have a good sized funeral and 
the persons engaged in the disgraceful 
scene will furnish the corpses.
